MONTREAL, Jan. 8,—Discussions 
involving the expenditure in the west 
by the Canadian Pacific railway have 
been curried on in Montreal during 
the past few Gays between Sir Thoma, 
Shaughnessy and George Bury, general 
manager of the western lines, with the 
result that appropriations have been 
passed, 

The position this year is somewhat 
different from that of former years. 
1913 was a year when large and com- 
prehensive schemes for extension’, 
betterments and double-tracking th 
system were pushed. These schems 
cannot be completed In a day or two, 
and must be carried to a certain point 
before further extensions are under- 
taken. The western appropriations 
of 1914 are almost entirely confinei 
for the present to the completion f¢ 
track-laying, etc., on grades already 
built, on branch lines, extensions, and 
double tracking the latter of whics 
will eventually connect Winnipeg with 
Vancouver and to the’ building of 
Rogers Pass tunnel ,which will be 
pushed with vigor. 

So far as grading is concerned, no 
less than six hundred miles are now 
ready for the rails, and there is exte :- 
sive terminal work at Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary and Vancouver, the completion of 
which has been provided for. 

Mr. Bury, when interviewed, said 
that under the direction of Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, Canadian Pacific expen- 
diitures had always been directed in 
accordance with the actual exigencies 
of the traffic, and with the building 
up of western Canada and it Was owing 
to this comprehensive policy that the 
c.P.R. in 1913 was able to move sucn 
a large grain traffic so expeditiousiv 
at a time when the strain was great- 
est.

It was strongly intimated, not once 
but several times, in the adroit lan- 
guage of the diplomatic corps, that 
inasmuch as the United States barred

Great Britain from protecting her 
own interests in Mexico under the 
Monroe doctrine, this nation was un- 


der a moral obligation not only to pro- 
tect English interests, but to obtain 
prompt redress for past injuries. 
The diplomatic reply which

Pittsburg, Jan, 8&8 The secret 
which has been guarded by the o*- 
liciale of the Canonsburg Vanadium 
company leaked out yesterday, when 
it became Known that special met- 
senger has left Canons z for Berlia, 
Germany, with a radium tube valued 
at $125,000 hidden on his person, The 
carrier is now on the seas and wil 
deliver his preclous burden to the 
hospital in Berlin which is the pur- 
chaser, This is the largest amount 
of radium ever gathered together 
one time in the United States. Despito 
its great vaiue, the substance was 50 
small in bulk that the messenger car- 
ried it in a special container inside a

The Canonsburg plant is the larg- 
est radium preducing plant in th 
United States The shipment to Ger 
many represents the work of nearly a

EFFECT OF EUGENICS 
LAW IN WISCONSIN 


Few Marriage Licenses Have 
Been Issued When Doctor's 
Certificates Required 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan, 8.—The im- 
mediate effect of the new eugenics 
marriage law, in the first week of its 
enforcement, which ended last night, 
has been to cut the number of licenses 
issued to almost nothing. Instead of 
the average number issued daily, most 
clerks reported that quests for 
licenses hud been made, others had 
refused requests when the applicants 
had not presented doctors’ certificates.

“No $3 doctor's fee is necessary,” 
he said, “Only ten cents to register 
the contract, No marriage certifi- 
cate, no doctors, no pastor required. 
The registration of the contract is 
necessary to obtain recognition in the 
courts.”
